Outing ends 


In tragedy 


FALLS CITY, Neb. (AP)- 


The swift waters of the Mis- 
souri River tragically ended a 
July Fourth outing Sunday as 
five mentally retarded youths 
from the Omaha, Neb., area 
and a counselor accompanying 
them drowned at Indian Cave 
State Park northeast of here. 


A spokesman for the Eastern 


Nebraska Community Office of 
Retardation (ENCOR) in 
Omaha said five were ENCOR 
clients and the sixth was an 
ENCOR staff member. They 
ranged in age from 17 to 22. 


Another ENCOR client was 


hospitalized in Falls City suf- 
fering from shock. 


The group of 15 persons had 


camped in the area Saturday 
and was due to return to 
Omaha Sunday, ENCOR offi- 
cials said. 


Prior to returning, the group 


sought a place in the river for 
wading, according to Tom Ha- 
gel, 23, an ENCOR staff mem- 
ber. 


Three of the staff members 


waded into the water to check 
the depth before allowing oth- 
ers to wade, Hagel said. Where 
the river deepended, staffers 
formed a semicircle to prevent 
the youths from wandering into 
the deeper water. 


One youth broke through the 


semicircle and disappeared into 
the water, Hagel said, and four 
others then panicked and fol- 
lowed him into the deeper wa- 
ter.

A suit was filed with the U.S. 


District Court in Washington 
asking a restraining order to 
prevent the revised California 
delegation from being seated at 
the Democratic convention, 
which opens July 10 at Miami 
Beach. A hearing was sched- 
uled this morning before Dist. 
Court Judge George L. Hart Jr. 


The suit alleges that the Cre- 


dentials Committee acted un- 
constitutionally when it over- 
ruled California's winner-take- 
all primary, won by McGovern. 
The committee apportioned 151 
of the state's 271 votes among 
presidential contenders Hubert 
H. Humphrey, George C. Wal- 
lace and others. 


McGovem, still the easy 


front-runner with 1,276.9 com- 
mitted votes with 1,509 needed 
for nomination, indicated Sun- 
day he would be willing to com- 
promise on the challenges to 
the California delegation, which 
he lost, and to the Illinois dele- 
gation, which his forces won. 


"If I thought it would serve 


the interests of a stronger par-

ty and heal "some of 'these* 
wounds and not do any violence 
to the .rules of the party, I 
would support a compromise.'', 
he said on ABC's "Issues and 
Answers" program.

Plot to overthrow 


foreign country is 
smashed by arrests

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


A plot U.S. officials say was 
aimed at overthrowing a for- 
eign country—apparently Com- 
munist Cuba—has been re- 
vealed in the arrest of nine per- 
sons in a $465,000 munitions 
smuggling scheme. 


Allegedly 
stretching 
from 


New York to Louisiana, Texas 
and Mexico, the plot came to 
light with the arrests Saturday. 
In addition, nearly seven tons 
of plastic explosives were 
seized in a DC4 transport plane 
at Shreveport, La., federal 
agents said. 


U.S. Atty. Gerald Calling- 


house said Sunday federal offi- 
cials "have no reason to be- 
lieve that the munitions were 
destined for any country other 
than Cuba." 


The complaint charging two 


of the men, Murray Kessler of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., and Adler B. 
Seal of Baton Rouge, La., al- 
leged they "knew and believed 
that thie material would be 
used in an attempted overthrow 
of a foreign nation." The two 
men were arrested near the 
New Orleams International Air- 
port. 
..:, 
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Oalpiighouaerefused to sYy 


precisely that the overthrow 
plot involved Cuba. 


The nine were charged with 


conspiring to smuggle the ex- 
plosives from the United States 
to Mexico for future shipment 
to a third country. 


Among those arrested were 


Richmond Harper, a prominent 
South Texas rancher-banker, 
and Marion Hegter, a former 
inspector with the U.S. Immi- 
gration 
and 
Naturalization 


Service. They were taken into 
custody at Eagle Pass, Tex., 
where they reside, then re- 
leased on 125,000 bond each. 


The federal complaint alleges 


dealings by a man known as 
"Carlos Diaz" to purchase as 
much as $1.2 million in muni- 
tions and weapons, ranging 
from submachine guns to M16s. 
No guns, however, were aboard 
the plane raided by federal 
agents at Shreveport on Satur- 
day. 


The federal complaint alleges 


Kessler agreed last Wednesday 
to sell to Diaz 13,500 pounds of 
C-4 plastic explosives, 7,000 feet 
of primacord, 2,600 electrical 
blasting caps and 25 electrical 
detonators for $490,000. 


In addition, it alleges that an- 


other $35,090 was to be paid for 
flying the explosives to awalr-" 


fieW near Vera Cruz, Mexico. 


The complaint said that last 


Friday "Kessler told Carlos 
(Diaz) that he had no M16 
rifles, but he had the C-4 as per 
their agreement." 


A rental aircraft was flown 


that afternoon from Hammond, 
La., to Shreveport, the com- 
plaint said. "A rental van then 
went to the South Western Pipe 
Co. in Shreveport and then 
picked up 13,500 pounds of a 
plastic explosive 
commonly 


known as C-4," the complaint 
said. 


"The explosive was then 


transported back to the site 
where the DC4 aircraft was 
being kept and per an agree- 
ment between Kessler and 
Diaz, the explosives 
were 


loaded onto the aircraft," it 
said.

Agreement reached 
by Gandi-Bhutffo

SIMLA, India (AP) - Prime 


Minister Indira Gandhi and 
President Zulfikar Ali Bhutto 
reached their first peace agree- 
ment early today and promised 
future negotiations on the other 
issues between their two na- 
tions, including Kashmir and 
the Pakistani POWs in India. 


The agreement, which came 


after five days of talks in this 
Himalayan resort, said Indian 
and Pakistani forces will with- 
draw from the territories they 
seised last December along In- 
dia's western border except in 
Kashmir. There they will main- 
tain the cease-fire line estab- 
lished by the two-week war in 
December. 


The pact also contained a 


pledge to settle all disputes bi- 
laterally and peacefully, and 
said steps should be taken to 
restore 
and 
normalize 


relations, 
which 
Pakistan 


severed Dec. 6 when India 
recognized Bangladesh. 


The agreement gave no time- 


table, but called for measures 
to resume communications and 
air links, promote travel be- 
tween their countries, reopen 
trade, and carry out scientific 
and cultural exchanges. 


Excluding Kashmir, India 


during the 
December 
war 


seized a total of 5,139 square 
miles of territory in West Paki- 
stan, while Pakistan took 69 
square miles of Indian territo- 
ry. In Kashmir, where the 
troops will remain in position, 
India took 480 square miles and 
Pakistan occupied 53 square 
miles. 


The agreement 
said 
the 


troops withdrawals would take 
place within 30 days after rati- 
fication by both governments. 


Radio Pakistan announced 


that the Pakistani National As- 
sembly would meet July 10 to 
ratify the agreement. Under 
the Indian constitution, parlia- 
mentary ratification is not nec- 
essary.

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese marines, supported by 
U.S. fighter-bombers dropping 
cluster bombs on fleeing North 
Vietnamese troops, moved for- 
ward today toward Quant Tri 
City. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Holger Jensen reported 
from the northern front that the 
North Vietnamese were fleeing 
in small groups before the 
steady movement of the ma- 
rines, apparently hoping to es- 
cape the U.S. air strikes and 
the shelling of American Navy 
ships offshore. 


U.S. B52 bombers flew 13 


missions around Quang Tri 
City, striking ahead of the ma- 
rines to within three miles of 
the town's southeastern edge. 
U.S. fighter-bombers hit the 


North Vietnamese with antiper- 
sonnel cluster bombs. 


The marines reported the 


North Vietnamese attacked 
them on their eastern flank 
with a force of infantry and 
tanks. But spokesmen at id the 
South Vietnamese and their air 
and artillery support drove off 
the attacks, killed 100 of the 
North Vietnamese, destroyed 
four tanks and captured anoth- 
er. 


Thirty miles to the south, 30 


rounds of heavy artillery fire 
hit Hue, military spokesmen 
said, but there was no imme- 
diate report of casualties. 


Nearly 70 shells crashed Into 


the former imperial capital 
Sunday, killing 12 civilians and 
wounding 53. It was the first 
shelling of the city since the 
North Vietnamese offensive be- 
gan March 30. 


Spokesmen also said govern- 


ment troops in two positions 
west and northwest of Hue 
were hit by more than 1,200 
rounds and by a ground attack 
at one position Sunday and ear- 
ly Monday. The spokesmen said 
the attackers might be trying 
to pull South Vietnamese troops 
away from the drive on Quang 
Tri. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed fighting continuing for the 
third day 75 miles northeast of 
Saigon. It said a North Viet- 
namese attack on a district 
headquarters at Phuoc Binh 
was repulsed and 120 of the at- 
tackers were killed, most of 
them by air strikes. 


Over North Vietnam, U.S. 


Navy jets blasted the Yong Bi 
thermal power plant 10 miles 
northeast of Haiphong for the 
second time in six weeks. 


South Vietnam troops 
striking back at north 


SAIGON (AP) - With grow- 


ing confidence. South Vietnam's 
battered armed forces are 
striking back in hopes of rever- 
sing the flow of Hanoi's mas- 
sive invasion. And while some 
success seems ultimately as- 
sured, the outcome is likely to 
fall short of what President 
Nguyen Van Thieu called "the 
final battle." 


Some military and political 


observers believe the three 
months of fighting since the 
North's offensive started, al- 
though the bloodiest of the war 
in some respects, have proved 
nothing except—once again- 
thai a military solution is im- 
possible in Indochina, and the 
only way to a cease-fire and a 
settlement is through negotia- 
tion. 


Gaining favor now among al- 


lied officials appears to be a 
view that the North Vietnam- 
ese, having tried their utmost 
but failed to achieve any of 
their major objectives, will pull 
back to refit for yet another 
try. 


Some think this next attempt 


might come as early as next 
year, but many U.S. officers 
are so optimistic as to believe 
the Communist command has 
finished itself militarily for up 
to four years. 


Nevertheless, the South Viet- 


namese also are facing severe 
problems. 


The enemy push has again 


reshaped the borders of the 
country in the Saigon region, 
with the Communist command 
effectively 
controlling large 


areas of South Vietnam that it 
will probably take years for the 
Saigon forces to recover by 
staying on the offensive, not a 
familiar role for ARVN troops. 


Many areas of the coun- 


tryside, including 1,164 hamlets 
out of 15,000 and more than 
595,000 people, about 3.0 per 
cent of the population, are un- 
der enemy control, with many 
more potentially lost, with a 


million persons counted as refu- 
gees. 


"It will take years to restore 


that situation even if the offen- 
sive should end tomorrow," 
said one U.S. official. 


The success of the North 


Vietnamese drive, to whatever 
degree it extends in the final 
analysis, also is likely to have 
an eroding effect on the con- 
fidence of the people, which the 
Saigon government has tried 
hard to cultivate. 


One thing working in the 


South Vietnamese govememnt's 
favor in this respect, say offi- 
cials, has been the failure of 
the Viet Cong to fulfill their 
role in the Hanoi plan. 


Communist documents in the 


hands of allied officials are the 
basis for this belief, tolling how 
the Viet Cong did not mobilize 
their forces in strength but 
spread them too thinly and dis- 
sipated their effect, and also 
reporting that Viet Cong politi- 
cal agents and cadres moved 
too slowly in organizing the po- 
litical side of the offensive 
among the people. 


Many U.S. officials contend 


that the Viet Cong are not an 
important force except in cer- 
tain areas, in particular the 
coastal provinces and some 
areas of the Mekong Delta, 
where they have always been 
strong. 


The idea that North Viet- 


nam's own forces are finished 
for a while stems in large part 
from what allied officers be- 
lieve are their battle losses. 


Although it is conceded that 


no one on the allied side really 
knows what enemy losses are, 
and so-called body counts lurve 
never proved reliable, some 
senior 
commanders 
believe 


Hanoi has lost as many as 50,- 
000 men—mostly to air and ar- 
tillery strikes. 


Although North Vietnam has 


never had a provable manpow- 
er problem during the war, 
most military men insist it is 
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having one now. They say most 
of the Communist units which 
began the offensive at full 
strength have not been able to 
keep up their strength with re- 
placements, especially in the 
face of B52 strikes and other 
mass-killing barrages. 


There are reports of enemy 


units being unable to carry out 
their missions because of heavy 
.manpower losses, but ordered 
to do so anyway. 


Allied officials also say evi- 


dence indicates the North Viet- 
namese soldiers now are much 
younger, sometimes 15 and 16, 
and have been thrown into 
many battle situations with al- 
most no preparation and far 
less fighting skill than Ameri- 
can and South Vietnamese sol- 
diers have learned to expect 
from the army that is some- 
times called the "world's finest 
light infantry." 


They point to examples of in- 


experience, poor planning and 
amateurish execution, such as 
the tactics used by North Viet- 
namese tanks, which have been 
destroyed in large numbers al- 
most everywhere they have ap- 
peared. 


Many American officers be- 


lieve the North Vietnamese er- 
red in trying to use tanks, big 
artillery pieces and other new 
and 
complicated 
weapons. 


While often effective and fright- 
ening to the South Vietnamese, 
they also proved more of • bur- 
den because of the additional 
logistics and supply require- 
ments they created.

Two men shot

TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


An elderly Texarkana man was 
being held Sunday for question- 
ing in the shooting deaths Sat- 
urday of two men at a Texar- 
kana bar. 


The man, who was not identi- 


fied, was not charged Sunday. 


Police said John Lee Killy, 


29, of Texarkana and Charles 
Garner, 35, of Little Rock were 
shot to death with a .25-caliber 
automatic pistol in a restroom 
of the Lone Star Bar. 


Officers said Killy was shot 


five times in the chest and 
stomach and that Garner was 
hit twice in the chest. Gamer, 
who staggered outside the bar 
and fell to the sidewalk, died 
about an hour after the shoot- 
ing. 


Police said Killy had been 


shot 
accidentally 
Thursday 


night in the Texarkana police 
station after bis arrest on a 
charge of driving white in- 
toxicated.

Hijacker is killed 


by plane passenger 


Conviction upheld 
by Supreme Court 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


state Supreme Court upheld to- 
day the murder conviction of 
Johnnie Stephenson, who ap- 
pealed on grounds that evi- 
dence did not support the as- 
sumption that he had an ability 
to comprehend his discussions 
with his attorney. 


Stephenson pleaded guilty 


July 22, 1968, to a charge of 
second-degree murder in the 
1967 death of Lee 
Jackson 


Palmer. Circuit Court Judge 
William J. Kirby of Little Rock 
imposed a 21-year sentence. 


In the appeal, Stephenson 


said his attorney had entered 
the plea without his approval or 
knowledge. 


Stephenson said in the appeal 


that he had only a third-grade 
education, could not read with- 
out glasses, and was very hard 
of haring, "and thus, the as- 
sumption of an ability to com- 
prehend the discussions his at- 
torney had with him prior to 
the guilty plea is purely specu- 
lative." 


However, the Supreme Court, 


in an opinion by Associate Jus- 
tice Conley Byrd, said that Kir- 
by discovered there was no 
need to "holler" at Stephenson 
because the defendant could 
read lips. 


Kirby pronounced formal sen- 


tence in these words: "It is the 
judgment and sentence of this 
court that you be taken by the 
sheriff of this county and deliv- 


ered to the Department of Cor- 
rection, there to serve at hard 
labor for a period of 21 years. 
It is the further direction of 
this court that you serve at 
least a third of that sentence, 
or seven years, before becom- 
ing eligible for parole."

overpowered by the pilot and 
shot to death by an armed pas- 
senger Sunday. 


The hijacker was tentatively 


identified today as a speaker at 
antiwar rallies at the Univer- 
sity of Washington In Seattle, 
where he had studied fishery 
science on a U.S. government 
scholarship and graduated with 
honors last month. 


The young man, carrying a 


South Vietnamese passport in 
the name Nguyen Thai Binh, 
met violent death after the pilot 
tricked him and landed at Sai- 
gon, the flight's scheduled des- 
tination, in defiance of his de- 
mand to fly to North Vietnam. 


The 135 other passengers 


were safely evacuated by slid- 
ing down emergency chutes, 
used to empty the plane quickly 
in case of explosion. 


To back up his threats, the 


hijacker carried a long knife 
and a package which he said 
contained a bomb. Vietnamese 
police sources said two home- 
made grenades were in the

San Francisco-to-Saigon flight. 
Binh, who had boarded in 
Honolulu, grabbed a stewardess 
as a hostage and sent two notes 
to the control cabin demanding 
that the plane be diverted to 
Hanoi. 


The hijacker, in the rear pas- 


senger compartment, also 
talked with the pilot, Capt. 
Gene Vaughn, 53, of Scottsdale, 


Art*., over the intercom. 


«1 am doing this for re- 


venge," Vaughn said he told 
him. "Your bombers are maim- 
ing and killing our people of the 
Democratic Republic of North 
Vietnam. You are going to fly 
me to Hanoi and this airplane 
will be destroyed when we get 
there." 


Authorities 
withheld 
the 


name of the passenger who 
shot Binh. 


The pilot said the man had 


checked his .357 Magnum pistol 
with him when he boarded the 
plane and that before con- 
fronting the hijacker he re- 
turned it and asked the man to 
help. 


Seven men killed 


BELFAST (AP) - 
Seven 


men were killed in Belfast dur- 
ing a violence-ridden weekend 
that threatened the flimsy 
cease-fire in Northern Ireland 
and fanned fears of "eye for an 
eye" warfare between Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic gun- 
men. 


All seven men were shot in 


the head, and some were bound 
and hooded, the trademarks of 
the Irish Republican Army's 
execution squads. 


But at least two of the vic- 


tims were Catholics. Although 
there was some speculation 
that had been killed by IRA 
punishment squads, authorities 
believed they were the victims 
of Protestant extremists. 


Three of the victims were 


Protestants, and the fourth was 
a 19-year-old Jehovah's Witness 
from England who had been 
working in a camp for poor 
children since coming to North- 


ern Ireland a week ago. His 
body was found oil a garbage 
dump, and authorities believed 
he may have been killed by 
mistake. 


Leaders of the militant Prot- 


estant Ulster Defense Associ- 
ation threatened 
reprisals 


against the IRA after Augustus 
"Gusty" Spence, a Protestant 
hero, was apparently kidnaped. 


Four men stopped the car 


taking Spence back to jail after 
a two-day parole to attend his 
daughter's wedding. He was 
sentenced to life imprisonment 
in 1966 for killing a Catholic. 


Meanwhile the UDA dis- 


mantled most of the 100 barri- 
cades it threw up around Prot- 
estant areas last week in pro- 
test against the British army's 
refusal to tear down the IRA's 
barricades 
around 
various 


Catholic areas. The army made 
no move to remove the Protes- 
tant barricades either.

You felt it "cold-blooded" 


that the second and subsequent 
illegitimate children of welfare 
families should be taken away 
for adoption, as a recent letter 
suggested. 


You might change your mind 


if you worked along with me as 
a Special Education Teacher 
for the handicapped. Many of 
these children are "retarded" 
or slow because they have had 
no chance at home. They are 
educationally and emotionally 
handicapped through poverty 
and ignorance. It has been 
proved that the first five years 
of a child's life shape much of 
his later success or failure, and 
when he has had no pre-school 
"enrichment" which the or- 
dinary middle-class home takes 


for granted (games, trips, talk, 
reading or being read-to, the 
feeling that people care) he 
often is blighted: he can't catch 
up with his peers, so gives up 
instead. 


I realize all unwed mothers 


are not "don't care" types or 
mentally impaired, but a big 
percentage of those who have 
several illegitimate children 
may raise them in the same 
mold, thus continuing the 
vicious circle of illiteracy, 
Welfare, and hopelessness. If 
the children were removed 
from such I.omes and given to 
foster parents who could 
provide adequately for them, 
we might break the circle. 


Better yet, these single 


Welfare mothers of several 
should be sterilized by the 
State. And I believe that people 
retarded beyond a certain point 
should also be sterlized so that 
they 
won't 
bring 
more 


damaged, or neglected un- 
wanted children into the world.

Lockheed Aircraft Corp. above 
financial storm clouds that 
threatened it with bankruptcy. 


the nation's No. 1 defense 


contractor, heavily in debt, has 
pegged its future to its big 
commercial jet, the Tristar 
L1011. But the airline business 
is in a slump and orders for the 
$18 million plane are below ex- 
pectations. 


A year ago, Lockheed was 


reeling from $484 million in 
losses on four government proj- 
ects and from the bankruptcy 
of Rolls Royce Ltd., British 
builder of the engines for the 
Tristar. 


Lockheed owed a consortium 


of 24 banks $400 million. Its net 
worth, according to a Pentagon 
study, was $240 million. The 
banks wouldn't lend any more 
money. 


Lockheed Chairman Daniel J. 


Haughton appealed for govern- 
ment help, declaring that with- 
out it the Tristar program 
would be scuttled. 


"If that happens, I know of 


absolutely no way to keep 
Lockheed out of bankruptcy," 
he said. 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


backed Haughton's appeal and 
after a long and bitter fight, 
Congress voted to pledge gov- 
ernment credit for up to $250 
million in new bank loans. 


So Lockheed kept alive. 
The British government pro- 


vided the money to enable 
Rolls Royce to stay in business 
and offered airlines separate fi- 
nancing for 90 per cent of the 
cost of the engines with which 
Rolls still is having problems. 


Where is Lockheed today? 
It used $100 million of the 


loan guarantee to obtain extra 
financing and now owes the 
banks a total of $500 million. 


It delivered the first three-en- 


gine Tristans this spring to 
Eastern and Trans World Air- 
lines. But since obtaining the 
loan backing during the airline 
slump, it has sold onl*; two. 
more 
of the 
272-passenger 


planes. 


The Tristar's main com- 


.petition 
is 
the 
McDonald- 


Douglas DC10, an American- 
built three engine jumbo, and a 
twin-engine European airbus. 
Available earlier, the DC10 so 
far has outsold the Tristar 170 
to 104. 


Lockheed says it will start 


making money once it sells be- 
tween 255-265 Tristars. A classi- 
fied Pentagon study puts the 
figure at 370, an estimate Lock- 
heed steadfastly denies. Plane- 
buying decisions vitally impor- 
tant to the Tristar's future are 
due, 
probably this fall, from 


British European Airways and 
Japan's All Nipon Airways. 


But Lockheed has not lost 


any interest in the defense busi- 
ness. 


The company is competing 


for contracts on several defense 


projects including a design 
competition for a transport 
plane that could operate from 
short runways. 


Its Air force contract for the 


world's biggest transport plane, 
the C5A, nearly put Lockheed 
out of business. 


Former- Defense Secretary 


David Packard summed up the 
C5A issue for a congressional 
committee: 


"Obviously, there is a prob- 


lem when a program on which 
the original target cost for 115 
airplanes was $1,768 million 
ends up in a now projected cost 
of $3,248 million for 81 air- 
planes." 


When the C5A contract was 


rewritten, Lockheed was forced 
to take a $200 million loss and 
finish the work on a no-addi- 
tional-loss, no-profit basis. 


But not all the C5A work is 


done under that no-profit con- 
tract. 


Pentagon figures obtained by 


the Associated Press show that 
from 19*0 through 1972, $109.3 
million was spent for C5A mod- 
ifications, spares and com- 
ponent improvement. Lockheed 
was prime contractor for near- 
ly all that work. The projection 
for 1973-1977 is for expenditure 
of $271.8 million. 


Pentagon officials say that 


these costs are part of the con- 
tinuing maintenance of any 
weapons system and that only 
time will tell if they will be 
higher or lower than usual with 
the C5A. So far, says the Air 
Force, the plane has performed 
well with lower than normal 
maintenance.

Seagren, the 1968 Olympic gold 
medalist, cracked the world 
pole vault record Sunday, but 
he doesn't think the new mark 
of 18 feet 5*4 inches will last 
long. 


"Nineteen feet is near," the 


25-year-old Seagren said Sun- 
day after the vault that gave 
him the No.l spot on the United 
States track and field team for 
the Olympic Games in Munich. 


Seagren turned on a crowd of 


14.000 at Hayward Field as he 
conquered both 95-degree heat 
and nervousness to snap the 
world mark of 1MV4 he shared 
with Sweden's Kjell Isaksson. 


He said the record vault, 


which came on his third at- 
tempt, wasn't one of his best, 
but it was good enough for him 
to finish ahead of Steve Smith 
and Jan Johnson. 


For the first time in history, 


three men cleared 18 feet in the 
same meet. Smith, from Cal 
State-Long Beach, and Johnson,

Mrs. Wallace 
had to learn 
to walk again 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 


— Gov. George C. Wallace's 
mother had to learn to walk 
again after surgery 11 weeks 
ago for removal of a brain tu- 
mor. Now she feels strongly 
that her son will walk again. 


Mozelle Wallace, 74, was still 


recuperating from the oper- 
ation when her eldest son, cam- 
paigning at Laurel, Md., for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, was shot May 15 and 
left paralyzed in both legs. 


"I was at home alone, but 


fortunately I didn't have the 
television on," she recalled in 
an interview Wednesday. "The 
neighbors began coming in to 
be with me, but it was Alton 
who told me about it." 


Alton Dauphin Jr., who lives 


next door, is her son-in-law. 


"He was in the barber shop 


when he heard it and he came 
right home. He said "George 
has been shot. We don't know 
how bad it is. The only thing we 
can do is wait." 


Mrs. Wallace, who retired 


three years ago as a state em- 
ploye, said she always worries 
about her children—three sons 
and a daughter—"but I always 
worried more about George be- 
cause he's been so prominent 
as a public figure and is in 
more danger. 


"He had dinner with me 


Mother's Day," she recalled. 
"And when he went to the car, 
I said, 'I'm worried about you. 
Be careful.' He said, 'Mother, 
I'll uj all right.' 


"Then the next afternoon this 


terrible thing happened. I want- 
ed to go see him, but I wasn't 
able until a few days ago. Then 
Hurricane Agnes came along 
and I couldn't Qy up there." 


The governor is hospitalized 


at Silver Spring, Md. His moth- 
er expects him to return home 
in a few days. 


Wallace's doctors say he has 


less than a 50-50 chance of ever 
walking again without crutches 
and braces. But his mother 
says, "He'll walk again. With 
his determination and the pray- 
ers of the people, he'll walk 
again." 


"You know," she continued, 


"I had to learn to walk again 
after my operation. It affected 
my right side. It took a while to 
learn to steer myself again." 


Even though she confessed 


she's "not much of a politi- 
cian," Mrs. Wallace said she 
had a feeling her son "will do 
all right" at the Democratic 
National Convention. 


Mrs. Wallace retired in 1969 


from her job .

George McGovern

The new McGovern finds a public

WASHINGTON— (NBA)— 


When George McGovern first 
ran for president in 1968, he 
looked like he was on leave 
from a South Dakota dairy 
farm. He was short on hair, 
confidence and cool. He wore 
a green iridescent suit that 
cleverly turned colors in the 
sun. He hauled around a pair 
of enormous cuff links that 
an observer swore "dragged 
the ground." And he had this 
very difficult problem with 
his socks—they kept dropp- 
ing u n d e r his high-flying 
trouser cuffs. 


"People think I come 


across like a Sunday school 
teacher," he said at the 
time, bravely, "that I'm not 
an effective communicator. 
Well, I think the American 
people are tired of flash and 
charisma and show-business 
spectacles." He bent to 
pick up his socks. "I think 
truthfulness and trustworthi- 
ness are more important." 


He won only 146% votes at 


the Democratic convention. 


So much for what's impor- 


tant in politics. 


Today, four years and a 


hell of a lot of flash and show 
business later, George Mc- 
Govern is clearly not going 
back to the farm. Gone is the 
iridescent suit ("It's been 
donated to the Smithsonian," 
says a s t a f f e r ) , his hair 
curls over his ears, and he 
never takes a step without 
e x e c u t i v e - l e n g t h hose. 
Lights. Camera. Bring on the 
make-up man. Before every 
appearance, the new McGov- 
ern, 49, who used to be in the 
sainthood business but now 
is just a politician, checks 
his sun lamp tan, fluffs the 
bulk knot in his silk tie, 
winks at sidekicks like Shir- 
ley M a c L a i n e (who just 
"loves" him) or her brother, 
W a r r e n Beatty (who just 
"digs" him), and figures out 
exactly how t r u t h f u l and 
trustworthy he can be for the 
particular audience. 


George Stanley McGovern, 


the junior senator from South 
Dakota, is hardly ever mis- 
taken for a Sunday schooler 
any more. He comes on in- 
stead like the f e l l o w who 
would be Pope. The soft flat 
voice is still there, he is nol 
yet able to conceal all his 
nervousness, he still lacks 
the confidence to deliver a 
good, g u t t y joke—but the 
time when Americans dis- 
missed him as "that gover- 
nor whatsisname" has ended. 
Says Lester Spielman, a Mc- 
Govern aide: "I remember 
the clav he talked to 3,000 
Chicanus out in California. 
Well, none of them could 
speak English or understand 
what he was saying. But, by 
God. they nodded and smiled 
and c h e e r e d all the way 
t h r o u g h the speech. Now 
that's proof. He's got some- 
thing now and all those peo- 
ple knew it." 


What McGovern has now 


is easily defined. He has the 
ear of' the troubled public. 
And he got it. at least in 
part, by doing exactly what 
he once denounced—g o i ug 
slick. 


Once the most earthy, the 


most specific- and the most 


anti-political of all 
major 


candidates, he was also the 
m o s t repetitive, uncharis- 
matic and ignored. He en- 
tered the 1972 campaign (in 
January of 1971) announcing 
that he felt the country was 
"tired of the old rhetoric, the 
unmet promises, the image 
m a k e r s " — a n d everybody 
yawned. 


So he shifted gears. He in- 


vented a new old rhetoric, 
spread unmeetable promises 
of his own ("$1,000 annually 
to every man, woman and 
child in the country"), and 
hired a whole staff of image 
m a k e r s . His TV schedule 
bloated. His interviews mul- 
tiplied. His contributed in- 
come climbed from zero to, 
at last count, over $5 million. 
Today, his campaign is in- 
distinguishable from that of 
the other runners—chartered 
planes, furious tours of blue- 
collar districts, every hair 
in place, every word care- 
fully chosen. And it has 
worked. Says a McGovern 
staff coordinator, A m a n d a 
Smith: "I talk now about 
when we win the nomination, 
rather than if." 


But the success has had a 


price. Nobody k n o w s how 
high. If George McGovern's 
stock is rising, and his socks 
are staying up, too, it's been 
at the expense of falling cred- 
ibility. Months ago, the sen- 
ator's campaign 
manager, 


Gary Hart, said that a good 
part of McGovern's strength 
"is in his image of honesty 
and consistency—and he 
can't afford to lose that." 
There are those who now 
believe that he is losing it. 
Staffer Les Spielman, for ex- 
ample, f r a n k l y states: "I 
was more in agreement with 
George in New Hampshire 
than I am now." And one of 
the candidate's field workers 
put it more bluntly: "I still 
back McGovern, b e c a u s e 
he's still the best of the lot. 
But, wow, what's happened 
to him? He's r u i n e d his 
whole thing." 


McGovern's thing all along 


has been low-key radicalism, 
a quiet plea for the nation's 
revival. And to many of the 
candidate's long-standing 
(they say long-suffering) 
rooters—people between the 
ages of 15 and 30—any devia- 
tion is a bad deviation. Says 
Doug Willit, a college student 
from New York City who re- 
cently paid $5 to hear this 
hero speak: "Like, I remem- 
ber when this guy would sit 
down with anybody and rap 
about real problems, about 
how crappy everything is. 
Now all you ever see him is 
on TV, saying nothing. The 
other night he was on and 
somebody a s k e d him how 
fast he would c h a n g e the 
country around if he's elect- 
ed. Man, he just squirmed. 
He said—you know how poli- 
ticians talk—he said that 
people had to remember the 
•President couldn't c h a n g e 
the country' or something, 
that Congress passed the 
laws Well, like, what's he 
mean? He means: 'Don't 
worry middle America, I'm 
not the revolutionary you be- 
lieve.' He m e a n s : 'Don't 
worry, everything's g o n n a 
still be crappy.' " 


Indeed, candidate McGov- 


ern lus changed the pitch of 


his campaign orchestration. 
He still talks about the need 
to get out of Vietnam, but 
now prefaces it with a con- 
servative assurance that, "I 
know this n a t i o n must be 
strong d e f e n s i v e l y and 
I know we must meet our 
commitments to other na- 
tions ..." 


He still is in favor of bus- 


ing for the purpose of school 
integration, but explains his 
stand not so much on moral- 
ity these days as on the rule 
of law: "I believe we should 
obey the Supreme Court de- 
cision on this matter." 
* 
; He still believes in the 
right of pregnant women to 
make their own decisions to 
have abortions, but says on 
the one hand that permitting 
legislation is a state rather 
than a federal matter, and 
on the other hand, "I'm not 
going to lose the presidency 
over the abortion issue." 


He still believes in the re- 


distribution of wealth, reduc- 
tion of the national defense 
budget (by 40 per cent over 
three years), withdrawal of 
many armed forces from for- 
eign bases—but, to be sure, 
assures one and all that, "If 
a n y b o d y has any better 
ideas, I'm open-minded, I'm 
willing to listen." Look, he 
reportedly assured critics at 
the recent governors' confer- 
ence in Houston: "Congress 
will p r o v i d e the balance 
against any of the programs 
I recommend." 


None of this sidestepping, 


this hedging, is, of course, 
shameful. It is, in fact, poli- 
tical. "This is give and 
take," says McGovern. And 
as a liberal Democrat from 
a conservative Republican 
state, the senator has had to 
indulge all his public life. 
When South Dakotans object- 
ed to his early hard views on 
Vietnam, he was disposed to 
issue a statement that, "I'm 
against U.S. w i t h d r a w a l 
from Vietnam." During the 
1968 senatorial campaign, his 
liberal voting record in Con- 
gress slumped dramatically. 
When the first glimmerings of 
success began in this year's 
primaries, he told Playboy 
magazine that he would be 
"more circumspect a b o u t 
the kind of g r o u p s with 
whom I am associated," a 
kissing-off of the rabid radi- 
cals whom he once appre- 
ciatively courted. 


Yet if politics is concilia- 


tion, is at times dirty, and if 
most professionals and most 
voters know and accept the 
realties of it, George Mc- 
Govern has still shocked 
many by playing the game 
by the rules. He was, after 
all, the man who promised 
he was above such sport. 
"My greatest single asset is 
truth-telling," he said once. 
"I don't duck the issues and 
I'm not c a p a b l e of decep- 
tion." There are some who 
believe he still believes this. 
There are others who wonder 
with reason. 


For this own pail, George 


McGovern denies that he is 
something else in '72 than he 
was in '68. Speaking from 
the front seat of his plane 
r e c e n t l y , weary from 14 
hours of campaigning, 
he 


said that. "I don't want the 


presidency bad enough to 
change my ideals for it," 
and he said he would never 
deceive his supporters: "I 
will never let (my people) 
down, and I think they know 
that. They know that I will 
make reasonable modifica- 
tions in my program, that I 
have to do this; this is the 
way it is. But they also know 
that I will never betray them 
on fundamental principles. 
They know I will end the 
war, if I'm elected, they 
know I will never sell out to 
greedy self-interest groups, 
they know I won't give in to 
the forces of bigotry." 


And indeed, so far anyway, 


most of McGovern's people 
do still seem to know this. 
When he began the current 
campaign 18 months ago, he 
had six staff members. They 
are still with him, plus 
100,000 volunteer workers all 
around the nation. Many of 
them work 15 hours a day, 
most for zero compensation, 
and all with evangelistic 
zeal. 


Why? Because, says staf- 


fer Amanda Smith, "McGov- 
ern is decent, truly decent. I 
remember once he was at- 
tacked by a militant fem- 
inist. Instead of getting mad, 
instead of writing her off as 
a nut,.4-he came to me and 
said, 'Amanda, what can we 
do a b o u t her problem?'" 
This is the real, the enduring 
George M c G o v e r n , says 
Smith. "The kind of man 
who listens, who is con- 
cerned, even when he's being 
attacked." Never mind his 
alterations, his new rhetoric 
she says, pancake make-up 
can't cover the basic Mc- 
Govern good.

Weyland pegged 'rising star' 


SAIGON (AP) — The new 


commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam, Gen. Frederick C. 
Weyand, was pegged as a ris- 
ing star in the Army long be- 
fore he was first sent to Viet- 
nam six years ago. 


He proved his battle prowess 


as a battalion commander in 
the Korean war. And he demon- 
strated a talent for diplomacy 
from 1962 to 1964 in one of the 
most delicate Pentagon assign- 
ments—representing the Army 
on Capitol Hill as chief of legis- 
lative liason. 


Even then Weyand's col- 


leagues were picking him as a 
future chief of staff, a fine per- 
formance for an ROTC gradu- 
ate who never went to West 
Point. On Wednesday President 


Nixon gave him a big push to- 
ward the Army pinnacle when 
the White House 
announced 


that the 56-year-old native of 
Arbuckle. Calif., would succeed 
Gen. Creighton D. Abrams in 
the top American military post 
in Saigon. 


If he follows the trail blazed 


by Abrams and his predeces- 
sor. Gen. William C. West- 
moi eland, the next step for We- 
yand will be Chief of Staff. 


Weyand has fought the Viet- 


namese Communists on the bat- 
tlefield and sparred with them 
across the Paris conference 
table. He recently told friends 
that the Viet Cong "are as 
tough in suits and ties as they 
art- in black pajamas." 


The Viet Cong might say the 


same thing about the 6-foot 5- 
inch blond officer who steered 
the 25th Infantry Division into 
South Vietnam in 1966 and 
three years later turned up in 
Paris as the cool, articulate 
military adviser to the Ameri- 
can delegation at the peace 
talks. 


Weyand admits 
that 
he 


learned about Vietnam the hard 
way. 


-When I left the 25th in 1967, 


I was sure the war was won," 
he told a reporter a few months 
after his promotion to com- 
mander of Field Forces 2. "But 
then I realized there was a war 
we hadn't even begun to fight— 
the war with the Viet Cong 
amongst the people."

exception of mild anemia, I 
have always been very 
healthy until I got the flu. I 
wasn't given antibiotics until 
a month later and I have had 
vomiting and spasms of the 
stomach muscles.

If you're ever faced with 


flood' w a t e r s threatening 
your home, t h e r e are a 
couple of things you can do 
to minimize damage — even 
though the neighbors may 
think you've gone crackers. 


Crackers? 
Well, w h a t 


would you think if the au- 
thorities i s s u e d warnings 
that you'd soon have a foot 
or tw'o of water surrounding 
your house, and you saw 
your neighbor Fred hook up 
the garden hose and start 
filling his furnace fuel-oil 
tank with water? 


Then, when he gets that 


full, he begins filling up the 
basement. A severe case of 
bats in the belfry? 


On the contrary, these are 


a couple of the most sensi- 
ble things you can do, says 
the "Journal of American 
Insurance." They're based 
on lessons learned from a 
study of the causes of dam- 
age in the disastrous Fair- 
banks, Alaska, flood of Au- 
gust, 1967. 


Engineers foundr foB ex- 


ample, that submerged fuel 
tanks, when only partially 
full, had sufficient buoyancy 
to rise to the surface, rip- 
ping out pipes and tubing as 
they came up. Oil leakage 
then added to the total dam- 
age- 
Even tanks buried in the 


ground "buoyed to the sur- 
face," like those in water- 
filled basements. In a flood, 
there's so much water in the 
earth that a tank will act as 
if it's submerged in water. 
And when this happened to 
fuel tanks buried in the yard 
near a foundation wall, it 
often created a great hole 
full of water whose pressure 
caved in the wall. 
As for the protection af- 


forded by filling your base- 
ment wrth water, that again 
is because the surrounding 
earth is so permeated by 
water that there's enough 
hydrostatic p r e s s u r e to 
break basement 
walls in- 


ward. If you fill the base- 
ment with water, there will 
be equal pressure on both 
sides of the walls. 


What's more, the engin- 


eers, 
f o u n d homeowners 


were better off afterward if 
they had only r e l a t i v e l y 
clean water to pump out of 
the basement. If flood waters 
broke through and filled the 
basement, t h e y generally 
had additional damage, and 
bigger 
clean-up problems, 


because of the silt. 


Before flooding your base- 


ment, needless to say, you 
should remove furnace and 
other electric motors to a 
place that will be high and 
dry. But if you don't have 
a chance to do this, prompt 
salvage action is effective.

people the p^op eyes that you 
are describing. 


The prominence of the 


eyes is thought to be caused 
by a hormone from the pitui- 
tary gland, underneath the 
brain and behind the eyes. 
T h i s hormone overstimu- 
lates the t h y r o i d (thyro- 
tropic h o r m o n e ) and in 
some way the development 
of the prominent eyes. 


Most overactive 
thyroid 


problems can be controlled 
with modern medicine if the 
patient is diligent in follow- 
ing his doctor's instructions. 
So most individuals with 
these problems can expect to 
get along with a minimum of 
difficulty and remain gain- 
fully employed and other- 
wise active.
